American  tracking  stations  de- 
I tected  the  object  in  a near-polar 
orbit.  They  are  uncertain  wheth- 
I er  it  is  a voiceless  satellite,  or 
a section  of  a space  rocket  that 
got  into  orbit. 

ONE  THEORY  is  that  the  ob- 
ject might  be  the  result  of  a Rus- 
sian satellite  or  lunar  probe  fir- 
ing that  was  unsuccessful  and 
was  never  announced.  In  this 
case,  the  mystery  probably 
would  deepen  because  no  co- 
operation could  be  expected 
from  the  Russians  in  identifying 
the  object. 

Another  theory  is  that  the 
mysterious  object  may  be  a sec- 
tion of  Russia’s  Lunar  III  rocket 
that  photographed  the  moon  last 
October. 

THE  DEFENSE  Department 

emphasized  there  was  no  suspic- 
ion that  the  object  was  a weapon 
or  in  any  way  connected  with 
the  ‘fantastic  new  weapon"  that 
Soviet  Premier  Nikita  Khrush- 
chev mentioned  recently. 

An  announcement  issued  at 
the  Pentagon  last  night  said 
tracking  stations  are  watching 
a dozen  man-made  objects  in  the 
sky,  and  these  include  “one  in  a 
near-polar  orbit  which  we  have 
been  watching  for  some  time 
and  which  may  be  of  Soviet  ori- 
gin.” 

•THIS  OBJECT  is  slightly 

smaller  than  the  U.S.  Discoverer 
carrier  rockets  of  which  six  are 
now  in  orbit  in  a somewhat  sim- 
ilar path,”  the  announcement 

Isaid.  I 

• The  U.S.  carrier  rocket  thrown 
into  orbit  is  19.2  feet  long  and 
i five  feet  in  diameter. 

The  tracking  stations  are 
spread  across  the  southern  parts 
j of  the  United  States.  They  were 
set  up  last  year  for  the  announ- 
ced purpose  of  making  sure  that 
“silent  satellites — that  is  those 
without  internal  telemetering 
radio  or  one  whose  radio  is  in- 
active— will  not  be  able  to  orbit 
unnoticed  over  the  United  States. 

TIIE  STATIONS  are  under  the 
direction  of  the  Naval  Research 
Laboratory.  They  are  located  at 
Jordan  Lake.  Ala.:  Ft.  Stewart, 
Ga.:  Silver  Lake.  Miss.;  Gila  Riv- 
er. Ariz.;  Elephant  Butte,  N.  M.; 
and  Brown  Field.  Calif. 

Detection  of  the  new  object 
was  based  entirely  on  radar  ob- 
servation. and  gave  no  indication 
of  the  weight  of  the  object.

Crockett  added  that  the  programs  in  the  college 
will  not  be  changed,  however.  Dean  Milton  Hartvigsen,  of 
the  college,  said  that  shortening  the  name  would  “make 
it  more  easily  understood.”

Old  Game,  New  Twist 

If  you  could  get  a $250  vacuum  cleaner  free,  would 
you  be  interested? 

Certainly  it  would  be  a grand  thing.  And,  to  hehr 
the  spiel  of  the  supersalesmen,  people  are  doing  just  that, 
all  over  campus.  Implications  and  complications  in  the 
system,  hark  back  to  the  old  “pyramid  club  and  chain 
letter”  rackets. 

A REAL  SYSTEM 

The  system  works  like  this:  A friend  calls  you  up 
and  says  he  wants  to.  make  an  “appointment  for  you  to 
talk  about  something  which  could  gain  you  a great  deal. 
He  mentions  certain  faculty  members  and  prominent  per- 
sons on  campus  as  being  connected  with  the  “program. 

At  the  appointment  a salesman  presents  a two  and 
a half  hour  demonstration  of  a very  fine  vacuum  cleaner. 
At  the  end  of  the  demonstration  he  says,  “If  you  could' 
own  this  machine  free,  wouldn’t  you  like  to  have  it.  ’ You 
say  naturally  you’d  love  to  have  it. 

A REAL  DEAL 

So  he  says  all  you  have  to  do  is  make  appointments 
with  your  friends  and  help  the  salesman  place  eight  more 
vacuum  cleaners.  You  have  a free  vacuum  cleaner  and 
your  friends,  the  eight  of  them,  can  have  a free  vacuum 
cleaner  too.  All  they  have  to  do  is  sell  eight  vacuum  clean- 
ers apiece. 

In  the  meantime  you  sign  an  airtight,  unbreakable 
contract  to  either  place  eight  cleaners  or  pay  some  200 
odd  dollars. 

The  contract  you  sign,  incidently,  is  sold  to  a down 
town  finance  company  and  they  are  the  ones  who  put  the 
screws  on  if  you  try  to  renege. 

But,  everything  is  James  Dandy  to  all  appearances. 
All  you  have  to  do  is  place  eight  free  vacuum  cleaners 
among  your  friends.  Even  impovished  college  students  can 
afford  a FREE  vacuum  cleaner. 

COMES  THE  LIGHT 

The  comes  the  rude  awakening.  You  talk  to  a few 
people,  they  seem  interested  and  you  may  place  a machine 
or  two.  But  then  you  call  up  someone  and  say,  “Charlie, 

I have  a good  deal  for  you.”  And  Charlie  says,  “Say  Bill, 

I was  just  going  to  call  you,  I’ve  got  a tremendous  offer 
for  you.” 

You  guessed  it.  Charlie  has  been  contacted  by  one 
of  the  people  you  contacted,  and  is  out  looking  for  eight 
more  people.  So  are  George,  Henry,  Matilda,  Gretchin 
and  Randolf.  In  short,  all  the  people  you  intended  to  place 
vacuum  cleaners  with  are  out  beating  the  bushes  trying 
to  get  off  the  hook,  just  like  you. 

A word  to  the  wise  should  be  sufficient.  Some  of  the 
sidelights  of  the  little  deal  is  that  the  salesman  who  dem- 
onstrates the  machine  makes  $35  to  $80  for  each  machine 
he  sells.  The  use  of  he  term  “appointment”  allows  the 
salesman  to  sneak  under  the  university’s  “no  solicitation” 
policy.  Use  of  names  of  well  known  faculty  and  students  as 
being  connected  with,  the  operation,  gives  it  an  air  of 
respectibility. 

MAY  BE  LEGAL— BUT 

We  don’t  know  about  the  legality  of  the  operatidh, 
it  probably  is  “legal.”  But  after  talking  with  persons  who 
have  been  “stuck”  with  payments  of  $150  to  $200  for  a 
machine  they  didn’t  want  and  were  conned  into  acquiring 
— we  could  say  that  ethically  the  system  stinks. 


Uncontested  Winners 

Brigham  Young  University’s  basketball  team  may  be 
still  “building,”  and  the  eyes  of  most  Utahns  may  be  on 
the  hot  race  by  the  state’s  other  two  major  universities 
for  conference  supremacy  and  possible  national  honors. 
But  even  rabid  sports  fans  will,  in  calmer  moments,  admit 
there  are  more  important  things  than  athletics. 

One  more  important  skill  is  the  ability  to  reason 
logically,  to  think  quickly  and  accurately,  and  to  express 
those  thoughts  in  forceful,  persuasive  terms. 

In  that  area,  four  BYU  students  have  shown  them- 
selves to  be  the  best  in  the  nation. 

They  are  Tom  Read  of  Spokane,  Wash.,  and  Craig 
Christensen  of  Lehi,  who  won  the  seventh  annual  Harvard 
Invitational  Intercollegiate  Debating  Tournament  last 
week,  and  Ronald  Walker  of  Bakersfield,  Calif.,  and  Don- 
ald Black  of  Mission,  Utah,  who  were  eliminated  from  the 
semi-finals  only  because  of  a ruling  that  no  school  shall 
be  permitted  to  have  more  than  one  team  in  the  semi- 
finals. 

This  was  the  nation’s  largest  intercollegiate  debating 
tournament  and  the  one  carrying  by  far  the  most  prestige. 

Debating  has  been  called  the  prince  of  oratorical 
skills.  Certainly  no  other  effort  requires  a more  active 
intelletct,  more  careful  research,  greater  power  of  com- 
munication. 

Our  congratulations  to  these  four  fine  representatives 
of  Utah  education  and  to  their  coach,  Jed  Richardson. 
We  predict  for  them  a future  perhaps  even  more  useful 
than  the  conference’s  leading  basketball  scorers  may  en- 
joy.

On  most  campuses  during  the  winter,  basketball  is  the 
sport  that  catches  the  sports  enthusiast’s  eye.  However,  at  the 
University  of  Denver,  ice  hockey  is  the  biggest  money  maker 
in  the  athletic  department  winter  quarter. 

GETS  BIGGER  CROWDS 

As  happens  most  of  the  time  a Denver  ice  hockey  game 
will  draw  a bigger  crowd  than  a Pioneer  basketball  contest 
and  for  a good  reason.  Denver’s  basketball  team  hasn’t  been 
much  to  talk  about  in  past  years,  but  when  it  comes  to  ice 
hockey,  Denver  has  a first  ^ate  team. 

Last  season  they  won  22  games,  lost  5 and  tied  1.  Their 
tie  was  a 4-4  contest  with  the  srong  Russian  Nationals. 

In  1958  they  won  the  NCAA  championship.  The  Pioneers 
are  members  of  the  Western  Hockey  Association  which  in- 
cludes such  tough  opponents  as  Michigan,  Michigan  State,  and 
Minnesota. 

When  the  Denver  skaters  take  the  ice  there  is  usually 
a capacity  crowd  of  5200.  Compare  this  to  Denver’s  basketball 
gym  which  holds  only  3750  and  you  can  see  where  the  interest 
lies. 


BYU  ATTEMPTS  FAIL 

Here  at  Brigham  Young  University  attempts  to  start  a 
hockey  team  have  failed,  and  for  the  obvious  reason,  there  is 
no  rink  in  Provo.  However,  this  problem  hasn’t  prevented  Bill 
Green  and  other  BYU  students  from  playing  the  sport. 

Seven  students,  Rod  Gardiner,  Dave  Howes,  Earl  Lloyd, 
Gary  Bowie,  Bill  Millsep,  Kitch  Elton,  and  Green,  plus  a player 
or  two  from  Salt  Lake  have  formed  the  Salt  Lake  Seagulls  ice 
hockey  team.

Future 
plans  call  for  journeys  to  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  and  Berkeley,  and  Los 
Angeles,  Calif.,  with  a trip  to  Denver  also  a possibility. 

Saturday  night  will  find  the  Seagulls  hosting  the  Air  Force 
Academy  at  Hygia.
